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Church is ‘sacred’, 
but not to the CIA

sioned by NC News Service, he 
spoke to more than 30 missionar- 
ies, church officials and past and 
present CIA officials. Most of his 
sources insisted their names not 
be used. 


Government spying has 
caused so many scandals lately 
that the public may well have 
lost its capacity to be shocked. 
Yet, even the most cynical 
spy-watcher might be surprised 
to learn that the CIA has 
regularly infiltrated the clergy 
and church groups. 


One 20-year veteran of Ameri- 
can intelligence put it this way: 
“The agency has used church 
people for virtually everything 
overseas—cover, funding con- 
duits, cut-outs (intermediaries). 
You name it.’’ 


ANOTHER RETIRED CIA 
operative said bluntly that the 
agency used missionaries at 
times. ‘‘Hell, I’d use anybody if 
it was to the furtherance of an 
objective,’’ he said. ‘‘I’ve used 
Buddhist monks, Catholic 
priests, and even a Catholic 
bishop.”’ 

In the wake of recent charges 
and disclosures, numerous reli- 
gious orders and church mission 
agencies have denounced any 
attempts by the CIA to use 
missionaries for intelligence 


purposes, saying this’ is im- - 


proper and hinders mission 
work. 


But church personnel are 
divided about whether details of 
the church-CIA connection 
should be made public. 


SOME HAVE opposed disclo- 
sure, saying that the overwhelm-

ing majority of missionaries 
working abroad have never had 
anything to do with the CIA. 
They argued that the CIA’s use 
of the churches seems to have 
declined in recent years and that 
past entanglements would better 
go unprinted. 


Other clergymen, such as the 
National Council of Churches’ 
Dr. Eugene Stockwell and for- 
mer Maryknoll missionary Fa- 
ther Charles Curry, disagreed. 
They believed all faiths must 
publicly face the question of 
whether cooperation with an 
intelligence agency is consistent 
with the churches’ proper role. 

The CIA’s use of religious 
groups often goes well beyond 
the collection of intelligence. 
The agency also pumps secret 
funds into certain _church-sup- 
ported programs which can be 
used to manipulate events in 
another country or to push a 
political line congenial to the 

FOR EXAMPLE, about five 
years ago a Catholic priest 
applied for a $5,000 grant from 
the Asian American Free Labor 
Institute (AAFLI), and AFL-CIO 
auxiliary. The priest needed the 
money for an educational pro- 
gram aimed at trade unions that 
his order was running in India. 


The priest said he was all set 
up to pick up the cash when a 
knowledgeable State Depart- 
ment official took him aside and 
told him the money was not 
coming from AAFLI but from the 
CIA. 


THE PRIEST and the State 
Department man agreed that the 
CIA involvement—-even with no 
apparent strings—could taint 
the priest’s work with the Indian — 
labor movement and, indeed, 
could jeopardize foreign mis- 
sionary work in that country, 
according to the priest. The 
money was turned down.

Steps to decentralize some 
operations of the diocese are 
shown by recent moves in 
connection with the Depart- 
ment of Youth Activities, 
CCD offices and Catholic 
Community Services.

Cash aid for sponsors difficult

Financial help for sponsors 
of Vietnamese refugees is 
available, but it isn’t easy to 
come by, according to Msgr. 


’ Mark Doran, director of the 


diocesan Catholic Commu- © 
nity Services. 

“Our primary aim is to 
keep the refugees off the 
welfare roles,’’ he said. ‘‘To 
do that, we ask individual 
and parish sponsors to as- 
sume as much financial 
responsibility as possible.’’ 

THROUGH THE United 
States Catholic Conference 
(USCC) CCS can reimburse 
sponsors for expenses up to 
$300 per refugee, Msgr. 


_ Doran explained, but the 


procedure is complicated. 


“Sponsors must bring us 
receipts for expenses they 
incur in resettling refugees. 
When these are validated, 
we pay the sponsor out of our 
own pocket. 


“Then we have to send the 
receipts, along with a maze 
of forms, to USCC headquar- 
ters in New York, and 
eventually they repay us.’’ 


HE POINTED out that the 
money does not belong to the 
refugee, the sponsor or CCS. 
“Tt comes from the refugee 
resettlement fund allotted to 
USCC from the federal 
government by contract.’’ 


The CCS office has placed 
40 refugee families in this 


diocese and “only two have 


gone on welfare, and then 


only for a short period,” said 
Javier Kutsche of the CCS 
staff. 


Although financial ability 
to help refugees is not a 
mandatory requirement, it is 
preferred, ‘‘and prospective 
sponsors are screened with 
that in mind.” 


HE REMINDED prospec- 
tive sponsors that they 
assume no legal responsibil- 
ity for refugees, but that they 
do assume a moral responsi- 
bility for their well-being.

This year’s _ collection 
marks the first time parishes 
will share Stewardship funds 
on a SO per cent basis with 
the diocese. “‘And to date, 
we have returned $790,478 to 
the _ parishes,’’ Standing 
said. 


Pastors were given a 
choice of receiving checks for 
their rebate, applying it to 
their parish debts or their 
diocesan assessments or 
leaving it on account with the 
diocese. 


“One hundred four par- 
ishes received checks total- 
ling $513,285; 25 applied 
$101,617 to their debts; 11 
‘used $38,514 toward pay- 
ment of their assessments; 
and the diocese is holding 
$137,062 on account for 16 
parishes. 


STANDING expressed his 
gratitude ”’for all those who 
made pledges and who are 
following through in redeem- 
ing them.’’ 


He emphasized that the 
continued success of the 
annual campaign is impor- 
tant “‘because parishes as 
well as programs funded by 
the diocese through Steward- 
ship benefit greatly.”’

Recent discussion in our letters columns about 
the clarity of the language used in this and other 
Catholic newspapers and magazines is a reminder 
to all who preach, teach and write that we fail if the 
message doesn’t get across. 


However, in a nation whose educational facilities 
should be the best in the world, it is disconcerting 
to find that many young persons graduate from 
school without sufficient knowledge of the language 
to take them further. 


In religious matters the language has been 
enlivened, but not always improved, by greater use 
of technical theological terms and most modern 
Catholics would do well to know something about 
them. As a short test of this knowledge, perhaps 
you'd like to see how many of these you can explain 
(if you cannot, a good dictionary will help): 


Ecumenical, transcendental, pastoral, secular, 
sacral, mystical, liturgical, eschatological, dialecti- 
cal, kerygmatic, covenant, grace, revelation, 
evangelical, salvific, incarnational, celebration, 
belief, messianic, pluralistic. 


If you wish to sound really impressive, just string 
a few of them together to form a phrase. Your 
after-Mass coffee talk will sound very erudite.

How we stand—now 


We were talking...about humility and 
reflecting that only God can truly discern 
where humility really lies. 


Someone had accused the organizer of a 
church group of being arrogant and 
opinionated in her dealings with others. 
Her reply was interesting. ‘‘I know,’’ she 
said, ‘‘l try not to be, but | am humble 
only before God.’’ 


WE ALL HAVE quirks of personality 
which may offend or irritate others, 
however innocently, and efforts to change 
can be more frustrating and inhibiting 
than rewarding. 


Itis, | think, vital for any person to have 
someone before whom he or she may 
stand in humility, knowing themselves to 
be what they are—no more and no 
less—and knowing they are accepted and 
loved, for what they are. 


If that someone is God, so much the 
better. Sooner or later, this is the kind of 
humility required of each of us. In fact, | 
would say that until we come to it, both 
our spiritual and human progress will be 
impaired. 


TO BE HUMBLE before God is to 
recognize that all one is or does is of God, 
in him and through him. It is to realize our 
own fallibility and subjectiveness in face 
of his objective goodness, and our 
deficient loving before his unfailing 
compassion and forgiveness. 


This does not leave too much room for 
arrogance or even the very human longing 
for achievement. Humble before God, we 
can admit that self-love which takes merit 
to itself, closes us to the power of his love. 


This kind of humility allows us to 
become empowered with a fine, high 
confidence and authority, rooted in the 
belief that God will not fail us and will 
always give freely of the means to do 
whatever he asks. of us. 


THE HUMBLE PERSON knows that if. 


God calls us to leadership, and we are 
open and searching out his will, he will 
give us the necessary. strength and 
charism to lead. 


lf he calls us to manifest Christ in the 
daily, hum-drum chores of home or 


factory, he will make available greater 
love and kindness and patience. 


If he calls us to witness in the midst of 
public acclaim he will make the gifts of 
detachment and sincerity ours for the 
asking. Wherever and whenever he calls 
and we respond, placing our trust in him 
and stepping out boldly, he will give most 
generously of what we need to accomplish 
his task. 


TO KNOW THIS, | think, must be the 
basis of real confidence, of readiness to do 
what is to be done, and true inner 
humility. We do not need then to pretend 
or make self-deprecating sounds to 
persuade others of our humbleness, and 
focus their attention upon us in the 
process. 


More than ever, then, we need to be 
who we are and use as far as possible 
whatever talents we possess. To be 
humble before.God means, above all, 
honesty. It means that we cannot relax the 
effort to discern what is of God and what is 
merely of us. It demands that we turn 
from what is only from us and wait for God 
to lead, in his own time, towards the 
destination only he knows. 


Humility is more a process than a virtue 
or personal characteristic we can possess 
and hold. It is a continuing self-offering, a 
constant decision. Each action, each 
thought, each moment, calls for a new act 
of humility. 


THERE IS NO way to rest on past 
laurels. If we are not humble before God 
now, at this moment, in this event, then 
we are not humble. Humility is like love. It 
is not enough to have once loved, or to be 
usually loving. 


If we do. not love now, at_ this 
moment—this person—we do not really 
love. For love and humility and faith and 
hope, the present is all there is, for that is 
where we are. And that is where God

is—always in the ‘‘now.’ és 


However we may appear to others, if we 
stand humbly before God we can rest 
asured that he will handle our faults and 
offending personality traits—if they are 
indeed obstacles to the work he asks us to 
do.

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Good News for the Poor 


hristians have no 
excuse for indifference 
towards the poor 


ae

“The poor you will always have with 
you.’ How often have you heard that 
statement—or used it yourself—to justify 
not taking any action to improve the lot of 
the poor in our nation and in our world? 


And yet, isn’t it true? No matter how 
many dedicated efforts have been made over 
the years, there always seem to be poor 
.people in our midst. So maybe Jesus was 
correct in telling His disciples not to get 
excited about poverty. 


LET’S BE honest with ourselves. We 
know very well that Jesus did not intend to 
propose a policy to be followed—keeping the 
poor always around us—but was simply 
reprimanding Judas for his dishonest 
criticism of generosity. We certainly aren’t 
justified in drawing any practical consequen- 
_ces or political programs from these words. 


We Christians, as a matter of fact, have no 
excuse whatsoever for being indifferent 
toward the poor. Both the Old and New 
Testaments are filled with strong injunctions 
to show concern and special consideration 
for the less fortunate. : 


It is the rich who are continually warned to 
watch out lest their wealth bring them to 
destruction. The Dives and Lazarus story 
makes quite clear what awaits those who are 
comfortable in this life while their brothers 
and sisters suffer from poverty. 


THE APOSTLE James tells us in his 
epistle that the Church must give deferential 
treatment to the poor, not to the rich. And in 
its social teaching, our Church has 
tepeatedly emphasized the obligation that 
we have to promote a just society which 
helps the poor. 


. But are there really any poor people in this 

country? Isn’t the United States an ‘‘affluent 
society’’ where poverty has been done away 
with? We know that this is not the case, 


The elderly, residents in inner cities, 
members of minority groups, small farmers, 
residents of Appalachia, migrant workers, 
native Americans; these and others in the 
United States know the meaning of an 
“affluent society’’ only through advertise- 
ments. ; 

RISING UNEMPLOYMENT and rising 
inflation has meant that poverty has touched 
the lives of many in this country who have 
not previously experienced it. 


The Campaign for Human Development, 


the U.S. Catholic Bishops’ program to fight y 


poverty, estimates that one out of every six 
Americans, over 36 million people, suffer 
from being poor. : 


“make a ‘difference. 


Being poor in this country means lack of 
good food, decent housing and clothes, 
adequate medical care, and proper educa- 
tional opportunities. 


BUT IT ALSO means, in particular, a 
powerlessness that makes people less than 
human, that hinders any real exercise in 
responsibility, and that holds people in a 
cycle of degradation and despair. 


When the Catholic bishops of Appalachia 
issued their pastoral letter last spring about 
the Church’s response to the social, 
economic, political, and cultural conditions 
of that region, they called it a letter of 
‘*Powerlessness.’’ This aptly pointed to the 
root of the problems. 


What can ordinary Christians do to meet 
the challenge of poverty in our country? Let 
me suggest several concrete steps. 


(1) Get better informed about the facts of 
the situation. A good source of information is 
‘the office of the Campaign for Human 
Development, 1312 Massachusetts Ave., 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20005.

Beware of statements like, ‘‘There really 


- aren’t any poor péople in the United States, 


just a lot of lazy people.’’ This simply isn’t 
true. And be especially suspicious when this 
kind of statement comes from more 
comfortable and well-to-do persons or 
groups. : 


(2) Share with groups that are working’ to 
There are many 
charitable organizations, church and secu- 
lar, that do much toward helping the poor. 
St. Vincent de Paul Society; Salvation Army, 
Red Cross, etc., all need help for their work. 


BUT THERE are also ‘groups that work to 
change the situation by developing economic 
strength and political power among the poor. 
Such self-help groups as the Campaign for 
Human Development especially deserve 


strong support from all of us. 


(3) vote for candidates that are sensitive to 
the needs of the poor. Ultimately, the 


. problem of poverty in this country is going to 


be tackled with effectiveness if we get some 
political action that is just, realistic, and 
long-term. , : 


Elected officials must be held accountable 
for their actions and evaluated on whether or 
not they work to improve conditions in this 
country which give rise to poverty.

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The Poor of Appalachia 


They have a deep need 
to know God and their 
place in his love 


By Grace Cottrell 


Tater Knob, a peak high in the 
Appalachians in Eastern Kentucky, offers a 
spectacular view. An expanse of green is 
corrugated into a sculpture softer than the 
Rockies. It is variegated with steep shadows 
and stretches as far as the eye can see. 


The panorama sends poetry coursing 
through the veins. It makes the soul sing and 
Scripture almost audible. ‘‘I lift my eyes 
toward the mountains; whence shall help 
come to me? My help is from the Lord, who 
made heaven and earth.’’ 


BUT STOP! Who lives in this land of 
wondrous beauty? Who are the people 
privileged to walk and talk closely with God 
the Father in the midst of one of the most 
beautiful settings on the continent? 


Tater Knob is surrounded by a six-county 
mission parish populated by 56,690 people. 
Only 12,000 of those people are members of 
a church. Only 825 are Catholic. 


This is not to say the other 44,000 never 
lift their eyes toward heaven. It does mean 
that more than 75 per cent of the residents in 
a 1,700-square-mile area do not belong to.a 
church, 


DOES SPIRITUAL poverty undermine 
material poverty, or is it the other way? In 
Appalachia the two walk hand-in-hand. In 
this Glenmary parish one-third of all families 
have an annual income under $3,000. 


A mountain woman has hot water on a 
woodburning stove and cold water from a 
spring or well. She makes do or does without 
in a thousand ways. 


Not only are churches and pastors, cash 
and convenience in short supply, schooling 
is a commodity generally inferior. 


INTO THIS scene around Tater Knob. 


came a Glenmary priest 14 years ago. Like 
other members ofthe Glenmary Home 
Missioners, he had a mission—to help needy 
people maintain themselves and to grow in 
faith. nate : : 


He came to bring Christ and apply His 


love through visits along the creekbeds, 
finding “ medical assistance, distributing 
clothing, and introducing the power of 
prayer and the kindly touch of the Cahtolic 
Church. 


The Glenmary missioner opened day care 
centers, started tutoring programs, 
launched feeder-pig farming, organized 
Bible schools, and brought in volunteers to 
extend these activities. 


HE FOUND an abandoned garage, 
converted it into a simple chapel, and began 
offering Mass. He taught the good life in 
Jesus. 


The priest pumped lifeblood into an 
anemic economy by reviving an interest in 
crafting furniture and fireplace mantels from 
curly walnut and other woods plentiful 
round-about. He encouraged respect for a 
cultural heritage that has survived the 
centuries. 


Three Glenmary missioners continue the 
work begun around Tater Knob 14 years 
ago. Fathers John Garvey and Chet 
Artysiewicz offer Mass to a packed house in 
the parish base in Morehead and for small 
congregations in outlying West Liberty and 
Owingsville. 


‘BROTHER MIKE Springer works with 
children and youth. They strive to bring a 
new vitality, a renewal of life and hope for a 
springtime that lasts year-round. As long as 
44,000 people wait, they have plenty to do. 


A modern church building in Morehead 
has replaced the ancient garage and become 
the focal point of community life. Catholics 
worship there and the troubled of any or no 
persuasion find refuge there. The Glenmary 
evengelization program has resulted in 
conversions. 


The people around Tater Knob, Kentucky, 
have their own peculiarities and local 
customs but their deep need to know God 
and their place in His love is common in 88 
parishes in 13 states where Glenmary 
serves.

A friend of mine said one day, ‘‘‘Almost’ 


is one of the hardest words we can SaYar oo 


That perception set me back. It made me 
think, ‘‘What can she mean?”’ ‘‘Almost,”’ 
how can it be one of the hardest words? It is 
true, though, very true. 


For example, think of the struggle in 
statements such as, ‘‘My father almost 
made it through heart surgery.’’ ‘‘We 
almost paid our bills this month.’’ ‘‘Our son 
almost made it through his bar exams.”’ 


“ALMOST”? HAS an edge of bitter 
disillusionment in it. Its significance is that it 
is not clear-cut failure. It is the marginal 
zone where there was possible achievement. 


The poor are often immobilized gradually 
by the ‘‘almost’’ situations of their lives. 
More rigid persons say of the poor, *‘They 
can get jobs if they really want them badly 
_ enough.”’ : : 


At this stage of’ cultural recession or 
depression, comments such as that smack of 
lack of real human awareness. The poor are 
often long victims of erosion. That is, they 
almost succeed so many times that they 
wonder if indeed it is worth the while to do 
as St. Exupery says, ‘‘to keep taking the 
same step, even. if it is the same one over 
and over.”’ 


HUMAN SPIRITS grow tired and worn 
down by lack of success. In Eric Berne’s 
language, we need concrete success and the

“‘strokes’’ that it gives to. us. 


In our day the forces of oppression are so 
subtle and technologically executed that it is 
hardly feasible to even venture into them in 
an article as short as this. ‘ 


Corporate monies swallow up farm land. 
Technology, very good in itself, replaces 
man’s energy because of vast exploitation. 


- JESUS WAS concerned about the poor. 
The Old Testament called the poor who ate 
the grain left in the fields ‘‘the anawim:”’ 
The anawim trusted God to provide. They 
were sure that God would care for them if

Jesus places a new dimension, not 
necessarily opposed to the Old Testament 


dimension: the ethic of doing all that we can 


do to give a more human life to those in 
need. 


He sought in His historical life to give the 
poor the courage to believe in the power of 
their’succeeding, of reaching out beyond the 
“almost’’ conditions of their existence. It is 
lovely to hear the overtones in the words of 
Jesus, the consistent overtones of “‘you can 
do it.”’ 


THE CHURCH’S radical claim is to be 
Jesus’ body united in: time with mankind. 
The Church when true to its nature is forever 
reaching out—a colossus of hope, trying to 
establish new possibilities of justice and 
well-being. When it does not act with this 
nature, it. becomes a devastating force of 
indifference. : :

‘Postal rates and the public interest’ 


The following editorial appeared in the 
July 16 issue of The Washington Post: 


As a newspaper with about 10,000 mail 
subscribers, and even more as part of the 
company that publishes Newsweek, we have 
an obvious corporate interest in keeping the 
postal rates for publications reasonably low. 
But our interest, while not entirely selfless, is 
not wholly selfish either. 


However important low postage costs may 
be to general-circulation magazines, those 
rates are far more vital to thousands of 
smaller and more specialized publications 
that depend on the mail. 


These range from weekly newspapers to 
scholarly journals, from religious magazines 
to periodicals for farmers, children, gardens, 
professionals and hobbyists of a thousand 
kinds. Such publications, which so enrich our 
national life, are the ones most directly and 
immediately threatened by the current sharp 
escalation in second-class postal rates. 


Historically, national policy has been to 
help keep down the cost of circulating ideas 
and information through the mails. In the 
early days of the republic, of course, the mail 
was the main channel of communications 

- among far-flung citizens, and the nation’s 
leaders rightly viewed efficient, low-cost 
postal service as essential to public education 
and the survival of democracy. 


Throughout the 19th century, Congress 
several times reaffirmed the policy of 
fostering the growth of newspapers and 
magazines by maintaining cheap postal 
rates. The development of radio and 
television did not undercut this principle, for 

. publications and broadcasting are comple- 
mentary media, with magazines providing 
the depth, diversity and specialized services 
that cannot be furnished over the airwaves. 
- Within the past several years, however, 


Congress and the Postal Service have turned — 


away .from the traditional principle that the 
public interest justifies low second-class 
postal rates. 


Threatened by rising postage rates. 


As part of the effort to put postal service 
on a business-like basis, Congress approved 
a gradual phasing-in of higher rates intended 
to reflect the full cost of transporting 
newspapers and magazines. At the same 
time, the failure of the Postal Service to 
function well as a business has pushed all 


rates up and up. 


As a result of these two factors, 
second-class rates have already gone up 90 


per cent since 1971. Another hike already: 


scheduled would bring the total increases to 
175 per cent next year. On top of that an 
administrative judge ‘has recommended 
further increases that would make mailing 
costs prohibitive for subscribers to countless 
newspapers and magazines. 


1790s, President George Washington told 
Congress that ‘‘a full conviction of ' the 
importance of facilitating the circulation of 
political intelligence and information will, I 
doubt not, lead to the application of a 
remedy.”’ 


In much the same spirit, a House 
subcommittee has just recommended a 


partial remedy. in the form of a $1.7-billion- 


per year increase in public service subsidies 
of the postal system. This would not only help - 
curb further increases in second-class rates, 
but would also help meet other postal costs. 


While not a full or permanent solution to 
the nation’s postal woes, the bill is an 
important step back toward the principle that 
the postal service is a public service, not just 
another business.

New chief of chaplains 


Msgr. ranks among tops as Admiral 


WASHINGTON (NC)—In 
1950 Msgr. John J. O’Con- 
nor of Philadelphia never 
thought he would be a 
chaplain. Yet today he is 
one—the most _ influential 
one in the United states 
Navy. 

“It’s a curious story,’” said 
Msgr. (R. Adm.) O’Connor, 
the Navy’s newly appointed 
chief of chaplains. “‘If 25 
years ago you told me I’d be 
a military chaplain, I would 
have said you were crazy.” 


AFTER numerous . at- 
tempts to enlist as a military 
chaplain and after numerous 
denials by his religious 
superiors, Msgr. O’Connor 
felt he had satisfied his 


. obligation to serve his coun- 


try and settled down to run a 
program in Philadelphia for 
retarded children, his ‘‘first 
love.”’ 


But about two weeks after 
the chancery office there 
informed him that his name 
was deleted from the list of 
prospective military chap- 
lains, he said he received a 
letter that in effect said 
“Okay, Father, you can join 
the military if you want.’’ 


“That shocked me,’’ said 
the S5-year-old priest. He 
entered the military in 1952 
to serve in Korea expecting 
to return to Philadelphia 
after his tour of duty ended. 


TWENTY-THREE _ years 
later, Msgr. O’Connor, who 
said he was ‘‘a reluctant 
dragon’’ about staying in the 
military after Korea, is the

O'Connor vowed, 
not to ‘‘get bogged down’’ 
with details that accompany 
assigning, training, and com- 
missioning the 850 clergy- 
men who serve the spiritual 
needs of Navy men through- 
out the world. 
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If a chiet of chaplains just 
bolts himself down in Wash- 
ington, Msgr. O’Connor said 
as he leaned over the 
mahogany desk in his office 
at the Naval Center in nearby 
Arlington, Va., he will lose 
touch with the day-to-day 
workings of the military. 


TO AVOID that Msgr. 
O'Connor plans to spend 
alternating months ‘‘on the 


road’’ and aboard ship so he 
will be able ‘“‘to get back 
to where the reality of the 
Navy is.”’ 

And that ‘‘reality’’ separ- 
ates the military chaplain 
from his civilian counterpart, 
Msgr. O’Connor said. ‘“‘Our 
church is often the deck of a 
destroyer. In a sense, the 
individual chaplain is the 
Church wherever he goes.”’

denied that his organization has ever served as a conduit for 
CIA funds. 


‘The $5,000 the CIA tried to slip into Catholic labor 
programs in India was small potatoes compared to the 
millions the agency has spent on church-run political, social, 
and propaganda projects elsewhere in the world. 


' INTHE EARLY 1960s, a shared assumption of certain U.S. 
government and church officials was that the rising left-wing 
tide in Latin America had to be contained. Often, parts of 
church and state worked secretly together to help meet the 
common goal. 


About the same time, CIA funds also flowed into 
church-run educational programs in Colombia, according to 
yet another retired CIA official who was fully briefed on the 
operation. He said that most of the CIA’s money went to 
support a nationwide network of radio broadcasts designed to 
combat illiteracy among Colombian peasants. 


But the broadcasts also contained a political message. 
Msgr. Jose Joaquin Salcedo, who directed this network— 
called Radio Sutatenza—denied in a phone interview that he 
had ever received CIA funding. 


AN OFFICIAL CIA spokesman declared, when questioned 


about the agency’s links to the program, ‘‘We don’t have 
anything to say about it.”’ 


Another operation which the CIA was apparently proud of, 
which affected organized religion, took place in Ecuador in 
1961 and 1962. At that time, the CIA was carrying on an 
active campaign to force the Ecuadorian government to break 
diplomatic relations with Castro’s Cuba and to crack down on 
local left-wing opposition groups. 

As‘ part of-this campaign, the agency secretly funded and 
trained ‘‘political action squads, which on several occasions 
placed bombs in churches,’’ according to Philip Agee. Agee 
had direct knowledge of these desecrations due to his work as 
a CIA ‘‘case officer’’ in Quito, Ecuador’s capital. 


CONGRESSIONAL and executive pressure has forced the 
CIA to maintain a hands-off stance toward a few groups like 
Peace Corps volunteers and Fulbright scholars, but religious 


. organizations have never been treated by the agency with 


such deference. 


As a retired CIA operative, who himself recruited 
clergymen for the CIA, put it: ‘‘There’s no consideration of 
morality. There’s nothing really immoral, even if somebody 
gets hurt, maimed, or killed...1 received a directive on what 
was to be accomplished, and I was graded on achieving 
objectives. I was concerned with getting the job done.”

Cardinal Alfrink, archbish- 
op of Utrecht since 1955 and 
a cardinal since 1960, is 
primate of the Netherlands 
and president of the Dutch 
Bishops’ Conference. 


THE POPE is not obliged 
to accept the resignation of 
any bishop, and European 
papers have speculated that 
the resignation will not be 
accepted at once because of 
the conciliatory role that the 
cardinal plays among the 
divergent factions in the 
Dutch Church. 


Cardinal Alfrink has suc- 
cessfully mediated between 
seriously polarized groups 
of Dutch Catholics. He 
successfully conciliated op- 
posing groups in the crises 
over the Dutch Catechism 
and the issue -of priestly 
celibacy.

A look at books 


EARLY- SOURCES OF THE LITURGY by 
Father Lucien Deiss, CSSp. Collegeville, 
MN, the Liturgical Press. 204 pages, $3.95 
pb. 


Many people seem to think that the liturgy 
as approved by the Council of Trent and 
Pope St. Pius V four centuries ago is the very 
norm of liturgy. Unfortunately, it wasn’t, 
and fortunately for us, Vatican II ordered a 
restoration of older rites with appropriate 
modernization. 


Father Deiss has now published a very 
valuable reference work that studies 
liturgical sources from the primitive Church 
up to the fourth and fifth centuries. This 
includes the witness of the layman, St. 
Justin. 


This book should be welcomed by scholars 
and lay readers alike. It has a fine 
bibliography but lacks a glossary of liturgical 
terms, which would make future editions 
invaluable.
